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‘God’ in pledge arguments back in appeals court

The atheist, the Pledge and the 9th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals are 
back together again. 

It’s been five years since a legal 
feud over the Pledge of Allegiance in 


public schools ignited a patriotic 
backlash around the country. Now, 
an identical constitutional challenge 
to the classroom ritual will return to 
a San Francisco courtroom Tuesday. 

Michael Newdow, the Sacramento 
atheist who has led a legal crusade 


against the pledge because it con- 
tains the words “under God,” will 
square off in the 9th Circuit against 
the Bush administration and lawyers 
for a Sacramento-area school dis- 
trict. The school district and Justice 
Department are appealing a 2005 rul- 


ing by a Sacramento federal judge 
who declared the pledge unconstitu- 
tional. The judge ruled that the 
phrase “under God” effectively 
endorses religion in public schools. 
In the meantime, schoolchildren 
still will be allowed to recite the 


Jackson EIR 
due out in 
January

The environmental impact 
report for Jackson 
Demonstration State Forest, 
which has been in the works 
for the past four years, is due 
to be completed by early next 
year, according to Russ 
Henly, assistant deputy direc- 
tor for Resource Protection 
and Improvement for the 
California Department of 
Forestry and Fire Protection 
(CDF). 

Henly told a meeting of the 
county’s Forest Council on 
Nov. 26 that his staff has been 
working very hard on 
responding to all the public 
comments on the EIR, and 
that this has slowed the 
process in getting the EIR fin- 
ished and sent to the state's 
Board of Forestry for 
approval. 

Henly said that the Board 
of Forestry (BOF) has stated 
that it will endorse the adop- 
tion of Alternative G. He 
added the board in October 
did some fine tuning to 
Alternative G, including clar- 
ifying how members of the 
Jackson Advisory Group will 
be appointed. The BOF also 
increased the maximum har- 
vest that will be allowed in 
JDSF under Alternative G. 

Under the previous ver- 
sion, Alternative G stated that 
between 20 and 25 million 
board feet of timber could be 
harvested from the forest per 
year. The recent change states 
that “the allowable annual 
harvest is expected to be 
within a range of 20 to 25 mil- 
lion board feet per year, and 
shall not exceed 35 million 
board feet per year." 

Asked what the BOF 
meant by this change, Vince 
Taylor, executive director of 
the Mendocino-based 
Campaign To Restore Jackson 
Redwood Forest, admitted 
that it was a move upward 
(toward a greater allowed har- 
vest) but said that he felt 
Alternative G was still protec- 
tive of forest values. 

"[hey still have a lot of 
other kinds of benchmarks 
that they have to meet," 
Taylor said. “There are bio- 
logical standards, for exam- 
ple, and stocking standards, 
riparian standards, and others 
-- all those are still in place. I 
feel that this higher ceiling 
doesn't significantly weaken 
Alternative G.” 

Asked if he felt recent BOF 
tinkering with the Jackson 
EIR was weakening the hard- 
fought agreement between his 
organization and CDF, Taylor 
said, “I feel that CDF is really 
dragging its feet on setting up 
the advisory committee. 

“It was supposed to be 
established in the first quarter

G-P mill 
site talks 
continue

FORT BRAGG - Town 
Hall emptied of all but two 
public audience members fol- 
lowing a long discussion 
about the Georgia Pacific mill 
site specific planning process. 
A specific plan is essentially a 
land use plan that defines 
future uses, where they will 
be located, the infrastructure 
to support them and and how 
to finance them. 

City Manager Linda 
Ruffing provided the update, 
noting that the city first 
became involved in the site's 
reuse planning process in 
2003, shortly after the mill's 
closure. Many studies and 
technical documents have 
been completed since. 
Ruffing said the city has tried 
to "kick off the planning 
process" for the site, but has 
not been able to follow 
through, due to many factors. 

“It is time to do the specif- 
ic plan," she said, noting that 
the site investigations and 
cleanup make the timing per- 
fect. "I think we have the 
information that's necessary 
to conduct a very thorough 
and thoughtful planning 
process for the mill site and 
the property owner (G-P) is 
ready and fully prepared to 
embark on a planning effort." 

Ruffing credited Walter 
Kieser for drafting the objec- 
tives, even though the city, its 
ad hoc council committee and

WILLITS - Solid Wastes of Willits 
is planning a $4.4 million expansion at 
the Franklin Street area site to allow 
the separation, baling and shipping of 
commingled recycled materials, pur- 
chase a new waste collection vehicle 
and install a new biofueling station. 
On Nov. 26, Jerry Ward, SWOW pres- 
ident received word that Union Bank 
of California had approved the bond 
for the new project, pending full per- 
mitting and other approvals. 

“I am excited about the new facility

and no longer being forced to rely on 
our competitors to take the recy- 
clables. It will put us in a much more 
secure position," says Ward. “It will 
also reduce the number of heavy 
trucks traveling through Willits and 
add jobs to the local economy." 

The proposed new facility is across 
the access road from the existing facil- 
ity and consists of three areas: a mate- 
rial processing building where recy- 
cled material will be sorted, processed 
and baled; a storage area for the baled 
material; and administrative offices. 

Currently the site is a gravel and

rock storage area and administration 
office. The proposed new three-sided 
building will be of a similar size and 
roofline as the existing transfer build- 
ing located across the street. 

Today the recycled materials col- 
lected in the Willits area are shipped to 
material processing facilities in Santa 
Rosa and St. Helena. The new Willits 
facility will allow SWOW to separate 
and bale the materials on site and 
repackage them for direct shipment to 
recyclers. This facility will allow the 
materials to be compacted, reducing 
truck trips to and from the region. In

addition, SWOW is working with city 
officials in Fort Bragg to also process 
their recyclables in the new facility, 
allowing a similar reduction in trips 
from Fort Bragg, through Willits down 
to Sonoma County. The new facility is 
designed to handle the increased vol- 
ume of the Fort Bragg waste should an 
agreement be reached. 

The new building will house con- 
veyor belts, screens, storage bins and a 
baler to process the recyclables.

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US military deaths in Iraq 
at 3,882 Saturday

As of Saturday, Dec. 1, 2007, at least 3,882 
members of the U.S. military have died since 
the beginning of the Iraq war in March 2003, 
according to an Associated Press count. The 
figure includes eight military civilians. At least 
3,161 died as a result of hostile action, accord- 
ing to the military’s numbers as of Friday. 

The AP count is three higher than the 
Defense Department’s tally, last updated 
Friday at 10 a.m. EST. 

The British military has reported 173 
deaths; Italy, 33; Ukraine, 18; Poland, 21; 
Bulgaria, 13; Spain, 11; Denmark, seven; El 
Salvador, five; Slovakia, four; Latvia, three; 
Estonia, Netherlands, Thailand, Romania, two 
each; and Australia, Hungary, Kazakhstan, 
South Korea, one death each. 

The latest deaths reported by the military: 

— A soldier was killed Saturday from an 
explosion in Baghdad. 


NTSB: Amtrak train 
was going too fast 


CHICAGO (AP) — An Amtrak train was 
going about 25 mph over the speed limit — 
despite a signal indicating another train was on 
the same track — moments before it hit a sta- 
tionary freight train, injuring dozens of people, 
federal officials said Sunday. 

The Amtrak train’s engineer told investiga- 
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that stretch of track but accelerated to 40 mph 
anyway, National Transportation Safety Boar 
Vice Chairman Robert Sumwalt told reporters. 

The speed limit on that portion of track, 
which is usually 79 mph, had been reduced to 
15 mph by a red and yellow “restricting sig- 
nal,” indicating another train was on the track, 
the official said. Moments after accelerating, 
the engineer noticed the freight train ahead and 
applied his emergency brakes; the passenger 
train then skidded about 400 to 500 feet and 
slammed into the freight train at about 35 mph, 
Sumwalt said. Sumwalt declined to assess 
blame or say human error caused Friday’s acci- 
dent, and he did not say why the engineer 
might have been speeding. 


Union says pilot 
survey misrepresented 
Associated Press 

A union representing NASA employees 
accuses the agency’s administrator of unfairly 
tarnishing agency employees by disparaging 
and misrepresenting a federal air safety pro- 
ject. NASA weeks ago drew intense criticism 
for withholding results of the research, fearing 
it would upset travelers and hurt airline profits. 

The union disputed Michael Griffin’s criti- 
cisms of the program, in which thousands of 
commercial and private pilots were inter- 
viewed. It said his comments to Congress at an 
oversight hearing in October appeared to 
reflect fears the pilots might report to NASA 
higher rates of safety problems than are record- 
ed by the Federal Aviation Administration’s 
own monitoring. The union said Griffin’s testi- 
mony before the committee on Oct. 31 was 
“shocking” and that its own investigation 
found “no valid scientific basis for the admin-

of this year, then it was going 
to be the second quarter, then 
the third quarter. Now it's sup- 
posed to be next year.” 

Asked if he was happy at 
the outcome of his seven year 
long effort to change the man- 
agement philosophy and goals 
of the forest, Taylor said, “The 
proof of the pudding will be 
what happens to the Jackson 
Advisory Group. They do 
have a lot of power, the way 
things are worded now, to 
affect what happens and what 


will happen in the forest, what 
the forest will be used for. Of 
course, right now there is a 
lawsuit over their heads, and 
they are acting accordingly. 
When the committee is in 
place and the threat of lawsuit 
is taken away, then we will 
see. One would like to think 
that they have learned a les- 
son. But, you never know. 

“There is some element of 
trust involved that people will 
follow through and do what 
they have promised to do,” 
Taylor said. 

Henly noted that after the 
EIR is completed and certified 
by the BOF, it will be deliv- 
ered to the court, where it will 
be reviewed to see if it meets 


the mandate of state forest 
management, as set out for it 
under state law. 

According to Forest Policy 
0351.2, “The primary purpose 
of the State forest program is 
to conduct innovative demon- 
strations, experiments and 
education in forest manage- 
ment. All State forest land 
uses should serve this purpose 
in some way.” 

Fourth District Supervisor 
Kendall Smith asked Henly if 
he thought all the hoops 
would be jumped through by 
next spring, so that timber 
harvesting could be resumed 
in JDSF. 

“That would be our goal,” 
Henly said.

"[ think we finally, hope- 
fully have come to a solution 
that really works for both par- 
ties ... and assures that every- 
body has control Ruffing 
said. "In terms of the manage- 
ment structure, what we are 
proposing is that we create a 
mill site coordinating commit- 
tee." 

She said the six-member 
team would consist of three 
members of G-P senior staff 
and three members of the 
city's staff. The team would 
manage the work effort of the 
various consultants, she said, 
and be responsible for select- 
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ing a specific plan consulting 
team. 


The process 

Carol Stephens, G-P's vice 
president of corporate real 
estate, opened with an evalua- 
tion of the word “process.” 

"[ think it’s very important 
that establishing a process 
doesn't become the driver for 
everything,” she said. “Setting 
dates and setting goals needs 
to be based on informed deci- 
sions and circumstances as 
they occur." 

She said a year of “very 
valuable time" was spent in 
the appeal of G-P's coastal 
development permit and the 
transition of oversight from 
the state water board to the 
Department of Toxic 
Substances Control. She noted 
that the market, location, 
involved regulatory agencies 
and future cleanup of the site 
make the project very compli- 
cated. 

“I get very concerned when 
we start talking about a 'spe- 
cific plan process,” she said, 


making quote marks in the air, 
"because the process is really 


a melding of all of those facts 
and circumstances as they 
occur." 

"Its not about expedien- 
cy,” she continued, noting that 
she is starting her sixth year of 
working with the city and 
talking about the site. “I 
would submit to you that six 
years isn’t really expedient.” 

She said public involve- 
ment and keeping a flexible 
schedule are important. 

While a market for the 
property exists, “it hasn’t 
exactly been banging at our 
door,” Stephens said. 

She said G-P hired a devel- 
oper consultant last year, and, 
after a recent meeting with 
them G-P officials felt the 
redevelopment process would 
be difficult and take a long 
time. 

She said that while she 
appreciates the transparency 
of local government, predic- 
tions of two years to complete 
a specific plan might be some- 
what optimistic. 

“I think it will take a little 
longer, but I think that may be 
OK,” she said. “It takes what 
it takes to get it right"

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clables will dump the materi- 
als onto the floor where it will 
be separated into cardboard, 
paper, plastics, aluminum, tin 
cans etc. and baled separately 
for shipment. When sufficient 
bales of each material type are 
collected, they will be shipped 


via truck shipping containers 
to market. It is likely that 
mixed paper containers will 
fill daily, but other materials 
may take up to three weeks to 
fill. 

Traffic for the entire facili- 
ty will be routed through a 
new exit on Cropley Lane to 
reduce congestion and traffic 
impacts on Blosser Lane. The 
overall expectation is for the 
total traffic in the Willits area 
to decrease when the new 


facility goes on line, especial- 
ly if Fort Bragg chooses to 
take advantage of the new 
facility. 

The next steps involve 
completing the engineering 
design, obtaining approval 
from the Willits Planning 
Department and finally the 
Willits City Council. Ward 
hopes to get approvals by 
yearend so that he can begin 
construction early in the new 
year.

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U.S. Supreme Court. 

Eventually, if the 9th 
Circuit and later the Supreme 
Court side with Newdow, 
schools across the country 
will have a choice of either 
abandoning the pledge in 
schools, or reciting it without 
the “under God" phrase, 
which was inserted by 
Congress in 1954 at the height 
of the war on communism. 

The 9th Circuit is certainly 
no stranger to the emotionally 
charged conflict. The federal 
appeals court, which estab- 
lishes law for California and 
eight other Western states, 
struck. down the pledge in 
schools in 2002, but that rul- 
ing was wiped off the books 
on procedural grounds by the 
Supreme Court. 

Newdow, a doctor turned 
lawyer, has refused to give up. 

He's also arguing a second 
case the same day that chal- 
lenges the use of “In God We 
Trust" on U.S. currency. The 
use of the phrase also violates 
the separation of church and 
state, he argues. 

That is likely to be a harder 
fight because the courts have 
rejected his past arguments. 
But he is confident he will win 
his argument that it is uncon- 


stitutional for the pledge to be 
said in public schools as long 
as it includes the word “God.” 

"[ feel strongly I can win 
this argument any time 
because I'm correct," 
Newdow said in a recent inter- 
view. 

Lawyers for the Bush 
administration and the Rio 
Linda Union School District, 
the latest target of Newdow's 
pledge lawsuit, disagree. In 
court papers, the Bush admin- 
istration said the pledge's pur- 
pose is "promoting patriotism 
and national unity," not reli- 
gion. 

Newdow originally sued on 
behalf of his daughter, but that 
created unusual procedural 
problems. He was in the midst 
of a custody feud with the 
child’s mother, who was 
estranged from Newdow and 
disagreed with his position on 
the pledge. 

That procedural tangle 
caused the 9th Circuit's con- 
troversial ruling, which struck 
down the pledge, to be erased 
by the Supreme Court. It did 
not resolve whether “under 
God" should keep the pledge 
out of public schools. But in 
this latest case, Newdow is 
now representing a separate, 
anonymous atheist family 
with a child enrolled in the 
Rio Linda schools. 

However, there is still the 
possibility this pledge case 
may not resolve the central 


issue. U.S. District Judge 
Lawrence Karlton, who ruled 
in Newdow's favor in 2005, 
relied on the 2002 9th Circuit 
decision to find the pledge 
unconstitutional in public 
schools. The Justice 
Department and school dis- 
trict lawyers insist that 
Karlton’s ruling should be 
overturned simply because he 
relied on precedent that was 
nullified by the Supreme 
Court. 

Nevertheless, the school 
district’s chief lawyer would 
not be disappointed if the 
courts resolve the pledge issue 
for good, given that it has 
been a source of conflict in the 
legal world for decades. 

“I think the country 
deserves a ruling on the merits 
to resolve this matter once and 
for all,” said Terence Cassidy, 
the lawyer for the Rio Linda 
schools. 

The three-judge 9th Circuit 
panel hearing Newdow’s lat- 
est challenge Tuesday 
includes Judge Stephen 
Reinhardt, widely regarded as 
the court’s leading liberal and 
a member of the 2-1 majority 
that struck down the pledge in 
2002. Judge Dorothy Nelson, 
a liberal appointee of former 
President Jimmy Carter, also 
is on the pledge panel. 

The third judge is Carlos 
Bea, a San Francisco-based 
conservative appointee of 
President George W. Bush.

middle school environment. 

“I would like to congratulate the staff in AODP for their hard 
work to acquire this grant for the County" said Carmel Angelo, 
Health and Human Services Agency Director. 

“This grant is another example of the degree of commitment 
from the Health and Human Services Agency to provide pre- 
vention services to the youth in Mendocino County." 

The program is expected to serve 150 high school students 
and 275 middle school students, for a total of 2,125 served over 
the five-year project period. Goals are to reduce the frequency 
and level of high-risk marijuana and alcohol use through a 
series of education/intervention groups, out-of-school time 
activities, parent education, support, increase awareness of 
alcohol and other drug harm, and refusal skills. 

Essential to the program is coordination and collaborating 
activities with existing community efforts. Programming is 
expected to begin in mid-November and continue through the 
school year.

Need more walkers 


To the Editor: 

Recently in the UDJ, a columnist poked 
fun at the riffraff walking up and down 
State street -- the homeless who use State 
street as their main route to get a meal. A 
neighbor mentioned how parents in her 
neighborhood drive their kids to a school 
that is only blocks away. A local busi- 
nessperson talks about how the employees 
of a local savings institution hate walking 
to a parking lot that is three blocks away. 
Another businessperson complains continu- 
ously about owners and employees of 
downtown businesses who park their cars 
in front of his business, taking away park- 
ing spots that customers could use. 

For some reason, walking has gotten a 
bad name. If you have to walk or ride the 
bus, you must be poor. If you bicycle, you 
must have gotten a DUI. If you skateboard, 
you’re a threat to the community. 

Now comes the most rigorous study on 
cancer ever, by the World Cancer Research 
Fund: “to avoid cancer, don’t eat too much, 
stay lean, avoid red meat, and walk.” 
Another report says America’s obesity epi- 
demic and global warming might not seem 
to have much in common. But “public 
health experts suggest people can attack 
them both by cutting calories and carbon 
dioxide at the same time. How? Get out of 
your car and walk or bike half an hour a 
day instead of driving. That’s how 
Americans can simultaneously save the 
planet and their health, say doctors and cli- 
mate scientists. The payoffs are huge... One 
numbers-crunching scientist calculates that 
if all Americans between 10 and 74 walked 
just half an hour a day instead of driving, 
they would cut the annual U.S. emissions 
of carbon dioxide, the chief greenhouse 
gas, by 64 million tons. About 6.5 billion 
gallons of gasoline would be saved. And 
Americans would also shed more than 3 
billion pounds overall, according to these 
calculations.” 

We're going to stop the Masonite Super 
Leakage Mall for sure. But one thing Mall 
owners get right is this: they park on the 
fringe of the parking lot, and if an employ- 
ee takes a parking spot close in, they’re 
fired on the spot. How much time is being 
lost by downtown merchants and employ- 
ees moving cars around town every hour 
and a half to avoid a parking ticket? How 
much money is lost forgetting to move 
cars? Why are merchants and employees 
and civil servants fighting for parking spots 
with our own customers and citizens who 
want and need to use our service? Are we 
and our time more important than our own 
customers? How dumb is that? 

Hey, there is free all-day parking out on 
Dora Street and other spots just outside 
downtown. There are bicycle racks around 
town. We need more walkers, bicyclers, 
skateboarders, and busers. Join a worthy 
cause. Get healthy and save the planet. Get 
smart and save downtown parking for our 
neighbors who want to support local busi- 
ness. 

See you on the sidewalk.

From the desk of... 


GEORGE WILL 
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Definitions 


Arthur Balfour, the British statesman, once said that 
a rival's clarity was a liability because he had nothing 
to say. As the presidential nomination contests 
approach a crescendo, some candidates are making 
themselves perilously clear, one of them with the help 
of her helpmate. 

Last Tuesday, Bill Clinton, trying to whet Iowans’ 
appetites for another Clinton presidency, 
announced/discovered/remembered that he opposed 
the Iraq War "from the beginning," thereby revealing 
disharmony with his spouse, who voted for it. Back- 
ward reels the mind, to 1992, when Gov. Clinton 
explained his opinion of Congress’ 1991 authorization 
of the Gulf War: “I guess I would have voted with the 
majority if it was a close vote. But I agree with the 
arguments the minority made.” 

Such muddiness clarifies: Do voters who are weary 
of the scary clarity of the current president’s certitudes 
really want to replace them with a recurrence of the 
hairsplitting evasions that created the adjective “Clin- 
tonian"? 

About one thing, Hillary Clinton is, remarkably, 
both clear and opaque: Jefferson is anachronistic. “We 
can talk all we want about freedom and opportunity, 
about life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness, but 
what does all that mean to a mother or father who can't 
take a sick child to the doctor?" Well, OK, what does 
“all that" mean to someone stuck in congested traffic? 
Or annoyed by the price of cable television? What does 
Mrs. Clinton mean? 

John Edwards' health care agenda involves un-Jef- 
fersonian bossiness. "It requires," he says, "that every- 
body get preventive care. If you are going to be in the 
system, you can't choose not to go to the doctor for 20 
years." In an ad running in Iowa, Edwards brandishes 
his mailed fist at Congress, to which he vows to say: 
"[f you don't pass universal health care by July of 
2009, in six months, I’m going to use my power as 
president to take your health care away from you." 

What power would that be? What power enables 
presidents to “take” health care from people who have 
it by statute? This is the Democrats’ riposte to the 
grandiosity of the current president's notion of execu- 
tive prerogatives? 

Edwards might, however, reconsider -- he is, after 
all, a serial apologizer. Of his actions during his six 
years in the Senate, he says: My vote for the Iraq War? 
Sorry about that. For the Patriot Act? I don't know 
what I was thinking. For No Child Left Behind? Oops! 
For liberalized trade with China? Forgive me. For stor- 
ing waste in Nevada's Yucca Mountain? I was for it 
before I was against it. 

On the Republican side, Mike Huckabee's candida- 
Cy rests on serial non sequiturs: I am a Christian, there- 
fore I am a conservative, therefore whatever I have 
done or propose to do with *compassionate," meaning 
enlarged, government is conservatism. And by the way, 
anything I denote as a “moral” issue is beyond debate 
other than by the uncaring forces of greed. His is a 
moralist's version of the intellectual vanity once 
ascribed to Oxford's Benjamin Jowett: 

My name is Jowett 

Of Balliol College; 

If I don't know it, 

It is not knowledge. 

Many Iowans think it would be wise to nominate a 
candidate who, when the Republicans were asked dur- 
ing a debate to raise their hands if they do not believe 
in evolution, raised his. But, then, Huckabee believes 
America can be energy independent in 10 years, so he 
has peculiar views about more than paleontology. 

Huckabee combines pure moralism with incoherent 
populism: He wants Washington to impose a nation- 
wide ban on smoking in public, show more solicitude 
for Americans of modest means, and impose more pro- 
tectionism, thereby raising the cost of living for Amer- 
icans of modest means. 

Although Huckabee is considered affable, two sub- 
liminal but clear enough premises of his Iowa attack on 
Mitt Romney are unpleasant: The almost 6 million 
American Mormons who consider themselves Chris- 
tians are mistaken about that. And -- 55 million non- 
Christian Americans should take note -- America must 
have a Christian president. 

Another pious populist who was annoyed by Darwin 
-- William Jennings Bryan -- argued that William 
Howard Taft, his opponent in the 1908 presidential 
election, was unfit to be president because he was a 
Unitarian, a persuasion sometimes defined as the belief 
that there is at most one God. The electorate chose to 
run the risk of entrusting the presidency to someone 
skeptical about the doctrine of the Trinity. 

If Huckabee succeeds in derailing Romney's cam- 
paign by raising a religious test for presidential eligi- 
bility, that will be clarifying: In one particular, America 
was more enlightened a century ago.

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Rose Bowl gets its W

The Rose Bowl got its tra- 
ditional matchup, after all. 

Southern California is 
going back to Pasadena for 
New Year's Day for the third 
straight year, and fourth time 
in the last five seasons. The 
Trojans will play Illinois, 
which made it back to the 
Rose Bowl for the first time 
since 1983 after Ohio State 
earned a spot in the national 
championship game. 

“If you're a competitor, 
you want to play the best. 
Obviously, this is one of the 
best teams in the country," 
Illinois coach Ron Zook said. 
"So we'l have our hands 
full." 

Indeed the Illini will. 

Pete Carroll always insists 
that Southern Cal's primary 
goal is to get to the Rose 
Bowl, but the Trojans (10-2) 
are one of several teams that 
can gripe about not being in 
the national championship 
game on Jan. 7. 

Though USC's chances 
were probably doomed back 
in October with that ugly loss 
to 41-point underdog Stanford 
at home, the sixth-ranked 
Trojans are playing as well as 
anyone in the country right 
now. 

“I don't think you can help 
but think about that," USC 
nose tackle Sedrick Ellis said. 
“But that was in the past, and 
there’s nothing we can do 
about it now.” 

They won four straight to 
end the season and take the 
Pac-10 title for the sixth 
straight year. They allowed 
just 51 points over those last 
four games, including an 
impressive 44-24 victory at 
Arizona State. 

While the Rose Bowl is 
rival UCLA’s stadium, the 
Trojans have made them- 
selves feel right at home there 
the last few years. 

They beat Michigan in the 
Rose Bowl in 2004 and 2007, 
and lost to Texas there in the 
national title game two years 
ago. 

“Tt is their home field, but I 


bet you there’s going to be a 
lot of orange in that stadium 
as well," Zook said. *We've 
been in that environment 
before, been in that situation 
before, and our guys kind of 
thrive on that kind of thing.” 

Just look at what the Illini 
did this season, when they 
orchestrated one of the best 
turnarounds of the year after 
going 2-10 last season. 

Illinois (9-3) knocked off 
Wisconsin when it was ranked 
No. 5, and then stunned No. 1 
Ohio State — doing it at The 
Horseshoe, no less. 

This is Illinois’ first trip to 
the postseason since the 2001 
season, when it played in the 


Sugar Bowl. 
"Dm just very excited for 
this opportunity,” Illinois 


quarterback Juice Williams 
said. “I don't think I’m going 
to throw this rose away for a 
couple of weeks." 

While Southern Cal knew it 
was in the Rose Bowl after 
beating UCLA on Saturday, 
Illinois wasn't sure where it 
would end up until Sunday 
afternoon.

West games. That’s huge.

We’re taking 
strides.” 

Denver lost its second 
straight to fall two games 
behind San Diego in the AFC 
West. The Broncos turned the 
ball over four times, leading 
to 24 points for Oakland. 

“Interceptions and fumbles, 
you can’t win in this league 
playing like that,” Denver 
coach Mike Shanahan said. 
“I’m sure mathematically 
we're still in it, but we'll have 
to play much better than we 
did today if we expect to get 
into the postseason."

Damion James dunked with 8 
seconds remaining to help No.

UCLA 63-61 after the 
Longhorns blew all of a 16- 
point, first-half lead Sunday in 
the Big 12/Pac-10 Hardwood 
Series. 

James and D.J. Augustin 
finished with 19 points each, 
and the Longhorns (7-0) sur- 
vived their closest game yet 
after winning their first six by 
at least 15 points. James also 
had 10 rebounds. 

UCLA's first loss of the 
season ended the Bruins’ 25- 
game home winning streak. 
Luc Richard Mbah a Moute 
had 14 points, and Darren 
Collison added 12 in his first 
start for the Bruins (7-1). 

Mbah a Moute missed a 3- 
pointer in front of UCLA's 
bench at the buzzer. 

UCLA became the highest- 
ranked opponent Texas has 
beaten in a true road game in 
school history. Their previous 
best win came over No. 4 
Memphis in January 2006. 

With the score tied at 61, 
Mbah a Moute was fouled by 
Connor Atchley. The UCLA 
player's first attempt spun out 
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of the basket, setting up the 
Longhorns' final possession. 

Josh Shipp and freshman 
Kevin Love added 11 points 
each for the Bruins, who 
outscored Texas 36-26 in the 
second half. 

UCLA opened the second 
half on a 16-3 run that pro- 
duced its first lead since early 
in the game. Mbah a Moute 
had six points and Russell 
Westbrook five, including a 
basket off Love's outlet pass 
and a 3-pointer that beat the 
shot clock. Shipp followed 
with a 3-pointer to make it 41- 
40. 

From there, the teams trad- 
ed baskets, with neither lead- 
ing by more than four points. 

The scoring drought that 
plagued the Bruins in the first 
half hit Texas hard in the sec- 
ond. The Longhorns missed 
on five of their first six pos- 
sessions as the Bruins played 
the kind of in-your-face 
defense they didn't early in 
the game. 

Consecutive 3-pointers by 
Collison and Shipp tied it at 
51. 

A.J. Abrams scored inside 
and James, guarded by Love, 
hit a jumper for a 55-53 lead 
with 4:38 remaining. 

The Bruins gained some 


breathing room with six unan- 
swered points. Love made two 
free throws, Lorenzo Mata- 
Real tipped in Mbah a 
Moute's missed jumper and
